Gentlemen, 

I have  great  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Sixth  Annual 
Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  condition  of  your  district 
for  the  year  ending  1910. 

Six  tables  are  included  in  the  report  as  to  the  Vital 
Statistics  of  the  district.  Five  of  these  tables  are  required 
by  the  Local  Government  Board,  one  by  the  Horne  Office, 
and  Table  VI.  by  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

Table  I.  deals  with  the  Vital  Statistics  for  the  whole 
district  in  1910  and  the  past  10  years. 

Table  II.  deals  with  the  separate  Localities  of  the 
district  and  the  past  10  years.

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VITAL  STATISTICS. 


BIRTH  RATE. 

One  hundred  and  twelve  births  were  registered  during 
the  year  1910  (60  boys  and  52  girls).  This  gives  a birth-rate 
of  17.4  per  thousand. 


DEATH  RATE. 

The  nett  deaths  at  all  ages  belonging  to  this  district 
is  43  (19  male  and  24  female).  This  gives  a death-rate 
of  6.6  per  thousand. 

This  is  the  lowest  death-rate  that  Eormby  has  had 
for  a great  many  years. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  i year  is  four, 
which  is  considerably  below  the  average. 

INFECTIOUS  CASES. 

During  the  year  23  Infectious  Cases  were  notified  to 
me,  none  of  which  proved  fatal.  Six  cases  were  removed 
to  Bootle.
